SPECIAL TOWN 
MEETING JAN 16 


The Board of Selectmen, Mon- 
day night, at the request of Atty 
John Callan ofthe Permenent Build 
ing Committee, issued a call for a 
Special Town Meeting, to be held 
on January 16, 1967, 

Callan told the Selectmen that 
it would be necessary to vote for 
additions to the Woburn Street 
School in January, inorder that the 
Permanent Building Committee 
would have the rooms ready for the 
fall. of 1967, 

Supt. of Schools Shea, Callan 
said, had reported that there was 
need for a minimum of four to six 
classrooms by the fall of 1967. 
Otherwise there would be double 
session. 

Appropriations had been made 
at a Special Town Meeting last 
fall for planning for additions to, 
the Woburn Street and Wildwood 
Schools, and the building of the 
Hopkins Street School. 

‘The School Committee, Callan 
Said, now wanted to put 10 addi- 
tional rooms, together with a li- 
brary and a gymnasium which had 


event that the State demands kin- 
dergartens in the future, because 
of the Willis Report. 

Callan said that the eight weeks 
that would be gained, by not waiting 
for the annual town meeting, were 
of crucial importance. Mr Miceli

that Shea had indicated the neces- 


sity. 

Callan told the Selectmen that 
the addition would be somewhere 
between 20 and 27 thousand square 
feet, and that the architects had 
to meet a Dec. 15th deadline for 
design time, 

The Selectmen yoted for the 
special Town Meeting, and set the 
deadline for warrant articles for 
4:30 pm next Monday. 

Members of the Beautification 
Committee, appointed five weeks 
ago, were present, and were in- 
troduced to the Selectmen and each 
other, Some ‘of the members, it 


turned out, had not yet been sworn 


into office, and TM Harold Melzar 
administered the oath, in the Sel- 
ectmen’s meeting room, 

Ted Johnson of the committee 
enquired as to the disposal of junk 
cars, and there were enquiries as 
to trees available for planting. 
Melzar told the committee that the 
Tree Warden Bill Babine hastrees 
available for his disposition and 
that application should be made to 
him by people wanting trees, 

There was discussion as to the 
reason that the trees on Church 
Street were dying, and Mrs Drew 
reported that she had asked Mr. 
Babine, and he had reported it was 
because of the prolongued drought. 
Johnson asked if perhaps the salt 
used in the winter time was a cause 
and recommended that if possible 
a certain part of of Church Street 
could be kept™salt and sand free, 
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for the Public Schools

‘If the Library Board had some 
forceful leadership’’ he said ‘It 
would be able to sell the St, Tho- 
mas site to the Town Meeting’. 

Arthur Lynch sald he though the 
St. Thomas site was the only one 
practical at this time. The Plan- 
ning Board, he said, was concerned 
about the parking area, but there 
was plenty of parking along Mid- 
dlesex Avenue, to which Mrs McKie 
promptly said that that would be a 
violation of the Zoning By Law. 

‘There were long discussions a- 
bout the possibilities of acquiring 
other land, Grange Hall, etc, for 
the expansion of the High School 
site in future years, and it was in- 
cidently stated that the town had 
failed, half a dozen years ago, to 
register the right of way that had 
been voted in the Town Meeting to 
Wildwood Street, from the High 
School. 

The School Committee did not 
think much of the proposal to move 
the Roman House onto the old St. 
‘Thomas site. Lynch toldthe Plan- 
ning Board that the St. Thomas 
chureh could be used until the Wal- 
ker School site was available, 

Rounds of the Planning Board 
pointed out that Christian Bachman 
of the Library Trustees had cited 
construction costs as increasing 


5 to 7% each year, and thus it would 
not be a good reason for using the 
old church, as the ultimate costs 
would be too high, 

Lynch said that as long as the 
members of the Libary Board were 
‘at loggerheads’ there wouldnever 
be a decision, 

Gillis tld Lynch that the Library 
Board does not have the actual po- 
wer of the School Committee to ac- 
quire land, and that they had been 
in the position of taking the ‘left 
overs’ 

Lynch said further that if the 
Walker School were tobe torn down 
it would mean increasing the plans 
for the new school on Shawsheen 
Avenue from 20 to 24 rooms, 

Among other sites suggested was 
one by Arnold Lanni, Mr. Lanni 
Suggested that the vacant land a- 
cross Church Street from the Wal- 
ker School should be looked at, 
Tt would be possible, he said, to 
have the Libary, the Police Sta~ 
tion, and the School, or Town Hall, 
all together then,

left there was more discussion, 
Town Engineer Arthur Harding 
Pointed out that the parking pro- 
blem at old St. Thomas was of

with Thanksgiving Greetings, 
Hotel Zorbano 
Madrid, Spain 
Nov. 1, 1966 
Dear Folks: 


I am sitting in bed in a hotel in 
wonderful Madrid. So far the trip 
has been interesting and exciting. 

The flight last night - this morn- 
ing - yesterday - today - whenever 
it was, was excellent. 

About midnight (Boston time) we 
were served an excellent filet mig- 
non, complete with all the trim- 
mings. After dinner I slept for 
about 3 1/2 hours which isthe only 
sleep I’ve had since my three hours 
Sunday night, After breakfast (ex- 
cellent) we landed in Lisbon, Port- 
ugal, for a 40 minute layvoer. 50 
minutes after we left we landed in 
Madrid, at 12 noon. 

Upon landing we were beseiged 
by news photographers, Spanish 
officials, US Embassy representa- 
tives and baggage men. They 
stamped our passports and took one 
look at our luggage tags, and with 
much fanfare chalked every piece 
of luggage withou even asking who 
it belonged to, 

‘Then we boarded a beautiful pas- 
tel green bus witha vase of flowers 
at the front, and a sign that read: 

‘Coro Conservatorio Nuevo In- 
gillture* 

When we arrived at the hotel we 
got our rooms and started straight- 
ening out arrangements for toay 
and tomorrow, 

At 4:30 we had ‘marionade’ (sand 
wiches & coffee) after which ye 
walked the mile to the American 
Embassy for a rehearsal, 

After rehearsal we walked down 
the ‘Castellana’ the large boule- 
vard that runs down the center of 
Madrid, back to the hotel for din- 
ner at the customary hour of 8;30. 
Following dinner I took a walk with 
some of the kids and saw some 
more of this beautiful city. 

The architecture is a mixture of 
old and new. Colofrul old typical 
buildings mixed with beautiful new 
ones, Fountains are everywhere, 
as well as statues, churches, and 
sidewalk cafes. Soldiers and police 
(secret & otherwise) are all over 
the place, 

Tomorrow we meet the Ambas- 
sador, rehearse uptown, and sing 
our first concert, MADRID IS 
GREAT.

Hotel St Petersbourg, Paris 


Nov. 8, 1966 
Dear Folks: 

Let me tell you more about Spain 
We landed Tuesday in Madrid and 
Sang a concert there at the Span- 
ish Cultural Institute on Wednes- 
day, Thursday we left for Cordoba, 
the greates little old city Pveever 
seen, Home of learning and cul- 
ture since the Romans, Home of 
Moors, Christians and Jews (Mal- 
monidase). Sang a concert at the 
Labor University and for a com- 
munity subscription audience. 

Back to Madrid for one night, and 
then to Taragonna, on the Riviera 
for one concert, yesterday. Tonight 
we are in Paris, and tomorrow 
Moscow, 

The concerts have been a huge 
Success and our fame has spread 

the continent. It’s ex-

Moscow - Mockba 
Dear Folks: 

We arrived in Moscow tonight at 
9:30 pm Moscow time (11am home) 
We are at the Hotel Ukraine, alarge 
(2,000 rooms) Intourist Hotel in the 
heart of Moscow. It is cold (34 F) 
but not unbearable, yet. 

Our schedule in Moscow is full 
but interesting. We have 3 con- 
certs here, all in the Great Hallof 
the Moscow Conservatory, a place 
full of tradition, and reserved only 
for the best. We are being greeted 
everywhere as ‘Artiste’ and auto- 
graphs are being signed by every- 
one. 
Today I realized for the first 
time what a different world I was 
entering. Spain and France were 
different, but not entirely alien. 
My first glimpse ofthe Soviets was 
on the plane, and the difference in 
physical appearance was striking. 
But more later, I must go to bed, 


Nov. 20, 1966 
Hotel Dnipro 
Kiev, UkrannianS.S.R. 
Dear Folks: 

We are now in Kiev, the capital 
of the Ukraine. As in Moscow, our 
concerts in Leningrad were ex- 
tremely successful, 

I didn’t get to know. Leningrad 
too well, because after our second 
concert I went to bed fortwo days 
with a temperature. My head and 
chest were all stuffed and my throat 
was painful. But all is: now well, 
and Pm up again, 

This morning we flew from Le- 
ningrad (up north) by Aeroflot to 
Kiev, about 500 miles south of Mos- 
cow. The flight was rough’and the 
plane wasn’t pressurized properly, 
Our ears were popping everywhere 
When we landed at the airport it 
had been closed for about an hour 
due to fog. The fog was so bad we 
couldn’t even see the ground until

Town Meetings 


Former Town Manager Richard 
Henneberger, speaking at the Ro- 
tary luncheon last week, has some 
recommendations for the future of 
Wilmington, 

The Rotarians were surprised to 
see Mr, Henneberger, who had been 
rumored to have left townalready, 
He had been scheduled, as of se- 
veral weeks ago, to speak on the 
tax situation in Wilmington at the 
meeting of last week (Nov. 30), 
Instead he spoke onother subjects, 
any subject, except that he would 
allow no personalities. 

1, Wilmington, he said, should 
have a Representative Form of 
Town Meeting, instead of the pre- 
sent Open Town Meeting. It was 
too easy, he said, for pressure 
groups to ‘pack’ the Town Meeting. 
It had been done in the past, and 


scr administration. No town mana- 
ger has any governing power, No 
town manager plan has eliminated 
the town meeting, or limited the 
authority of authority of the town 
meeting as the governining body, 
In every town that has a town ma-~ 
nager there is still a board of sel- 
ectmen that hires him, and can 
fire him. 

Town Managers, Henneberger 
said, could be, in some cases, said 
to be living out of suitcases - iti- 
nerant workers, 

In many communities itisacase 
of the Town Manager using the town 
for a stepping stone, or else he is 
stepped on, 

The plan works best, Henneber- 
ger said, in towns with higher 


social-economic backgrounds, He 
pointed to Arlington and Andover 
as communities with a high social~

undoubtedly would happen again in 
the future. 

2, The appointment of members 
to the Planning Board should be a 
function of the Board of Selectmen 
and not of. the Town Manager. 

The elected representatives of 
the town should do this, Henneber- 
ger declared, because of the pol- 
iteal functions of the town, 

3, Henneberger’s view of Fi- 
nance Committees was quite dim, 
He told the Rotarians that there 
were 312 towns in the Common- 
wealth, and that the Selectmen in 
these towns had very little real 
control because of the Finance 
Committees, The (Massachusetts) 
Director of Accounts, Henneberger 
said, had told him that there was 
very little harmony in the towns 
of Massachusetts, as a result. 

‘The Selectmen are your elected 
representatives, and they certainly 
should be given authority, and 
most certainly with respect to 
some of the Finance Committee 
functions’, 

4, Assessments should be a 
State or County function, and not 
a local function Henneberger de- 
clared, 

‘Local Assessors are too close 


economic base, and said that the 
Town Manager plan worked very 
well in both communities, 


Public Library 

The new Public Library, the 
former TM told the Rotarians, 
should be located at the Walker 
School site. It was, he declared, 
the only logical site for a library. 

The town should not have a re- 
peat of having the Fire Station in 
one place, the Town Hall there, and 
So on, but should definitely have a 
Municipal Center. The place for 
that Municipal Center was at the 
Walker School site, withthe Police 
Station, the Town Hall, andthe Pub- 
lic Libary all close together. 

‘I certainly believe that there 
should be a Municipal Complex, 
and if Mr Shea (Supt. of Schools, 
who was present at the meeting, 
Ed.) doens’t want to give us the 
Walker School site in a couple of 
years the town should take it any~ 
way’. 


Assessments 
Henneberger strongly defended 
the recent re-appraisal of Wilming 
ton, saying that it was ‘excelent’. 
“Things had slipped, inten years, 
One of the problems is the little 
old lady on welfare, but the prices 
of land, and prices in general have 
increased and expanded, mainly 
because of the location of Route 93”
